The  Trials  and  Tribulations  of  "Charlie" 
Mattapoisett  Cartoonist  Pokes  Fun  At  Life 


A  demure  little  man  with  glasses  stands  at 
the  entrance  to  heaven  looking  up  at  a  long-haired, 
bearded  angel  who  is  writing  in  a  large  book.  The 
caption  below  reads:  "You  too?  You  swallowed  all 
that  stuff  that  you  can't  take  it  with  you?  Too  bad, 
we  pay  35  percent  compound  interest  up  here." 

Such  is  life  for  "Charlie,"  the  main  character 
in  a  very  amusing  slice-of-life  cartoon  created  by 
Mattapoisett  cartoonist  Charlie  Rodrigues. 

Culling  the  ideas  for  his  innovative,  single- 
panel  cartoon  from  his  own  stark  observances  and 
sometimes  dark  sense  of  humor,  Mr.  Rodrigues  is 
quick  to  point  out  that  although  there  is  an  uncanny 
resemblance  between  himself  and  his  illustrated 
anti-hero,  the  assumption  that  the  two  are  one  and 
the  same  is  far  from  accurate. 

"'Charlie'  is  sort  of  an  emulation  of  myself ... 
but  he's  not  really  my  alter  ego,"  Mr.  Rodrigues  said 
during  a  recent  interview.  "My  wife  came  up  with 
the  idea  to  do  a  single  panel  cartoon  about  a  guy 
named  Charlie,  and  I  took  it  from  there." 

Now  in  its  fifteenth  year  as  a  mainstay 
offering  from  Tribune  Media  Services,  "Charlie"  is  a 
caricature  of  everyman  —  with  more  than  a  little 
touch  of  the  daily  irony  which  affects  us  all.  In  a 
promotional  press  release,  "Charlie"  is  likened  to  the 
guy  who  always  has  no  opinion  when  a  pollster 
comes  to  call;  the  guy  who  asks  for  a  raise  on  the  day 
his  firm  files  for  bankruptcy;  the  guy  who  would  be 
just  another  face  in  the  crowd  except  that  he's  so 
short  you  can't  see  him. 

In  short  (no  pun  intended),  "Charlie"  is  a 
lovable  klutz  whose  struggle  to  get  through  his  day 
makes  it  easier  for  us  to  get  through  ours. 

Having  sustained  a  successful  cartooning 
career  since  the  1950's,  it  would  seem  that  life  for 
Charlie  Rodrigues  has  drawn  some  interesting 
parallels  to  his  longtime  creation.  After  getting  out  of 
the  service  during  World  War  II,  Mr.  Rodrigues 
initially  favored  a  career  in  writing,  but  found  that  it 
wasn't  getting  him  anywhere.  A  chance  opportunity 
in  Writer's  Digest  magazine  then  set  him  on  the  path 
to  success. 

"I  saw  a  report  that  Country  Gentleman 
magazine  was  paying  $40  for  cartoons,"  he  said.  "At 
that  time,  that  was  pretty  good  money.  That's  really 
how  I  started." 

With  no  real  background  or  experience  in  art, 
Mr.  Rodrigues  then  enrolled  in  some  correspondence 
cartoon  courses  and  later  entered  the  Swain  School 
of  Design  in  his  native  New  Bedford.  Shortly 
thereafter,  he  attended  the  Cartoonists  and 


Illustrators  School  in  New  York  and  was  satisfied  he 
had  found  his  niche. 

After  a  short  stint  doing  spot  cartoons  for 
various  publications,  he  was  approached  to  do  a 
cartoon  strip  for  a  syndicate.  "A  fellow  called  me 
and  said  he  wanted  me  to  do  something  for  him,"  he 
said.  "He  wasn't  a  cartoonist  or  a  writer,  but  he 
would  come  up  with  concepts  for  a  cartoon  strip  and 
he  would  approach  artists  ...  and  act  like  an  agent  to 
present  the  strip  to  a  syndicate.  He  was  very  clever." 

That  initial  collaboration  yielded  Mr. 
Rodrigues'  first  —  yet  unsuccessful  —  attempt  at  a 
cartoon  strip:  a  detective  vehicle  called  "Legs." 

"'Legs'  was  modeled  after  Legs  Diamond," 
he  said.  "But  the  strip  didn't  materialize.  The 
syndicate  was  afraid  of  the  criminal  connotations. 
The  gags  were  good,  but  it  just  never  took  off." 

Working  with  the  same  agent/collaborator, 
Mr.  Rodrigues'  next  strip  —  which  featured  a 
bumbling  cop  character  named  "Casey"  —  hit  pay 
dirt  and  managed  to  be  picked  up  by  several  big 
newspapers  including  The  New  York  Nezvs,  The 
Washington  Post,  The  Chicago  Tribune,  and  The 
Philadelphia  Inquirer.  But  for  one  reason  or  another, 
the  strip  lasted  only  about  a  year  in  syndication. 

"There  was  some  great  stuff  I  did  in  'Casey/ 
but  in  life  and  the  creative  world  that  doesn't  always 
cut  the  ice,"  he  said.  "It  failed  for  some  unknown 
reason.  There's  really  no  answer  to  what  makes  a 
successful  cartoon." 

While  picking  up  other  impressive 
assignments  with  various  magazines  over  the  years 
—  among  them:  Stereo  Review,  National  Lampoon,  and 
Playboy  —  Mr.  Rodrigues  gravitated  from  the  more

commercial  and  easier  format  of  a  cartoon  strip  to 
the  one-shot,  single-panel  structure  which  made 
"Charlie"  a  hit. 

"It's  actually  more  difficult  to  do  a  one  panel 
cartoon/'  he  said.  "Because  you've  got  to  put  the 
entire  set  up  and  punch  line  in  one  frame.  You've  got 
to  work  like  crazy  with  the  captions  to  condense 
them  and  you've  got  to  learn  to  edit  yourself." 

Noting  that  it's  traditionally  easier  to  sell 
cartoon  "strips"  to  newspapers,  recent  successes  like 
Gary  Larson  ("The  Far  Side")  have  really  broken 
ground  in  the  cartoon  field. 

Having  been  known  for  many  years  as 
someone  with  an  eccentric  and  dark  sense  of  humor, 
Mr.  Rodrigues  admitted  that  "Charlie"  is  rather 
mainstream  and  tame  compared  to  his  other  work  — 
much  of  which  focused  on  rather  morbid  gags. 

"I've  always  favored  black  humor,"  he  said. 
"But  now  I'm  starting  to  get  away  from  it,  because  it 
doesn't  always  sit  well  with  people.  I've  always  been 
known  for  black  humor  ...  and  it  comes  easy  to  me. 
But  you  have  to  know  when  to  stop." 

Some  of  his  now-notorious  past  work  is  even 
included  in  book  form  —  an  anthology  called 
Spitting  on  the  Sheriff,  which  has  since  gone  out  of 
print,  and  a  compilation  of  his  National  Lampoon 
cartoons  which  was  published  in  France  as  Les 
Handicapes  Font  Rire.

discuss  the  town's  standing  under  the  Education  Reform  Bill. 
Presently,  the  town  successfully  runs  the  Old  Hammondtown 
and  Center  Schools  on  a  budget  of  $2,600,000  annually.  The 
State  Board  of  Education,  however,  dictates  that  under  the 
Education  Reform  Bill,  Mattapoisett  should  budget  $2,840,000, 
which  Mr.  Lynch  of  the  School  Committee  said  would  hurt  the 
town's  overall  budget.  "It  doesn't  make  any  sense  to  fatten  us 
up  and  leave  everyone  (else)  abused,"  he  said. 

Selectman  Mahoney  inquired  about  requesting 
waivers  as  Marion,  Mattapoisett,  and  Rochester  did  last  year 
for  ORR  High  School  and  ORR  Junior  High  School.  Peter 
Hodges  of  the  School  Committee  commented  that  waivers  for 
this  year  were  not  being  accepted  from  the  state  and  neither 
were  additional  funding  requests  to  meet  the  new  standards. 

Mr.  Lynch  said  the  committee  contemplated  not 
accepting  any  financial  support  from  the  state,  thereby 
dissolving  any  obligation  under  the  Education  Reform  Bill.  Mr. 
Lynch  also  said  that  in  doing  so,  the  Department  of  Revenue 
would  respond  by  not  certifying  the  town's  tax  rate  —  thereby 
crippling  the  town  financially. 

The  only  available  option,  according  to  Mr.  Lynch  and 
Mr.  Hodges,  is  to  approach  the  Department  of  Education  and 
the  Department  of  Revenue  in  full  force.  First,  by  meeting  with 
the  Department  of  Education  and  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  and  the  Finance  Committee 
to  express  the  problems  the  town  is  facing  in  relation  to  the 
reform  bill.

Town  Meeting  and  $60  for  Special  Town  Meeting).  The  article 
was  passed  via  unanimous  vote  of  Town  Meeting  floor. 

FinCom  member  Carol  Garey  then  introduced 
ARTICLE  2,  which  would  raise  and  appropriate  a  total  of 
$8,075,647  to  pay  charges,  expenses  and  outlays  for  several 
Town  Departments,  and  for  a  Reserve  Fund  for  the  ensuing 
year.  After  reading  each  line  item,  voters  were  asked  to  note 
which  ones  they  would  like  to  "hold"  for  further  discussion. 

Several  residents  questioned  the  33.36  percent 
increase  in  the  town's  contribution  to  the  Upper  Cape  Cod 
Regional  District,  which  FinCom  members  could  only  explain 
by  stressing  it  was  mandated  under  the  Education  Reform  Act 
of  1993.  "We'll  only  be  sending  nine  students  to  Upper  Cape 
Cod  next  year,"  said  Ms.  Garey.  "But  our  contribution  has  been 
increased  to  $72,290 ...  that's  almost  $9,000  per  student." 

Mr.  Ribeiro  echoed  her  sentiments,  noting  that  the 
Education  Reform  Act  had  created  "a  very  uneven  playing 
field"  in  terms  of  local  contribution  amounts.  "Our 
contribution  used  to  be  based  on  the  actual  number  of  students 
enrolled,"  he  said.  "Now  it's  based  on  each  town's  'ability  to 
pay.'" 

After  further  questions  and  clarifications  were  made 
on  line  items  123  (Executive  Secretary's  salary),  155  (Computer 
maintenance  and  supplies),  301  (ORR  Capital  Repairs),  420 
(Public  Works),  and  420  (Road  and  Sidewalk  Repair),  voters 
approved  Article  2  via  unanimous  vote  of  Town  Meeting  floor.

required  to  work  overtime  formerly  covered  by  Special  Police 
Officers,"  Police  Chief  Brian  J.  Scott  said.  "I  think  it's 
something  these  officers  have  earned  and  something  they 
deserve."  But  resident  Joseph  Zora  questioned  the  chief's 
ability  to  find  the  $10,000  within  his  total  $650,234  budget. 

After  debating  the  closest  vote  of  the  night  for  some 
time,  voters  finally  approved  ARTICLE  5  with  a  vote  of  145  to 
28.  The  bonding  article  —  which  required  a  2/3  majority  vote 
to  pass  —  allocates  $50,000  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  develop  a  water  distribution  system  computer  model.  The 
program  and  package  would  cost  an  estimated  $5,000,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  money  would  be  used  to  customize  the 
model  to  the  Marion  system. 

Joseph  Zora  —  who  prefaced  his  comments  by  noting 
that  someone  had  to  take  the  late  Abel  Rodrigues  place  at 
Town  Meeting  —  asked  what  the  balance  was  in  the  Water/ 
Sewer  account.  When  he  was  told  there  was  over  $700,000 
available  in  the  account,  he  questioned  why  residents'  water 
rates  hadn't  gone  down.  "How  can  we  sit  here  with  over 
$700,000  in  that  account  when  we  can't  afford  to  buy  books 
and  supplies  for  our  schools?"  he  asked.  But  Mr.  Zora  was 
informed  that  the  money  was  used  to  maintain  and  upgrade 
the  wells  and  water  system  throughout  town. 

Likewise,  voters  unanimously  approved  a  bonding 
issue  to  appropriate  $150,000  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  provide  engineering  services  in  connection  with  the

Another  unanimous  vote  under  ARTICLE  7 
approved  the  sum  of  $20,000  to  be  used  by  Sippican  School  to 
provide  a  smoke,  fire  and  security  alarm  system  for  the 
facility,  subject  to  voters'  approval  of  an  override  question  on 
the  April  29  ballot.  School  Committee  member  James  Cain 
noted  that  the  present  system  in  the  school  was  installed  in 
1937  and  was  modified  in  1972.  However,  no  other  upgrades 
have  been  done  since.  In  particular,  the  school  needs  an 
enunciator  device  to  let  fire  officials  know  the  exact  location  of 
the  problem. 

ARTICLE  8,  which  would  raise  and  appropriate 
$15,000  to  be  used  by  the  Marion  School  Committee  to 
provide  a  handicapped  and  space  utilization  plan  for  Sippican 
School,  was  also  passed  via  unanimous  vote  of  Town  Meeting 
floor.  The  study  will  look  at  ways  of  making  the  school 
handicapped  accessible  and  also  would  provide  a  space 
utilization  study  for  its  ever-growing  student  body.  "We've 
projected  that  the  school  will  have  507  students  by  the  year 
1998,"  noted  School  Committee  member  Susan  Grosart. 

Another  unanimous  vote  of  approval  was  given  to 
ARTICLE  9,  appropriating  the  sum  of  $24,000  to  be  used  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  purchase  a  4x4  pickup 
truck  for  use  by  their  utility  division  (water  division). 
Likewise,  the  DPW  was  given  nearly  unanimous  support  (183 
in  favor,  1  against)  in  their  purchase  of  a  $23,000  jet  rodder  to 
be  used  to  clean  and  maintain  the  town's  sewer  system  under 
ARTICLE  10.  "We  have  over  11  miles  of  sewer  line  in  town 
which  needs  to  be  maintained  on  a  regular  basis,"  noted  DPW 
Superintendent  Rob  Zora.  "This  equipment  is  something  we 
need  and  something  that  will  last  for  the  next  20  years." 

Although  there  was  some  dissention  as  to  the  reasons 
for  moving  it  in  the  first  place,  voters  also  unanimously

approved  $15,500  to  provide  a  new  basketball  facility  at 
Silvershell  Beach  under  ARTICLE  11.  The  current  facility  is 
being  removed  to  create  a  retention  pond  for  the  Sprague's 
Cove  Remediation  Project  and  the  new  basketball  facility  will 
be  built  across  the  street  under  the  direction  of  the  Recreation 
Committee.  "I  think  it's  important  to  let  our  kids  know  that  we 
care  about  them  and  have  a  vested  interest  in  them,"  said 
resident  John  Henry  in  supporting  the  article. 

A  majority  vote  carried  ARTICLE  12,  which 
appropriated  $5,200  to  provide  funds  for  a  regional 
Conservation  Agent.  Conservation  Commission  Chairman 
Dennis  Lutrrell  explained  that  this  money  would  provide  a 
continuance  of  the  salary  allotted  for  the  position  under  a 
grant  awarded  last  year  to  Rochester  and  Marion.

Voters  unanimously  approved  ARTICLE  13,  which 
appropriated  $14,000  to  revegetate  a  portion  of  the  Planting 
Island  causeway  and  to  resurface  the  causeway  road.  Some 
$4,000  will  be  used  to  plant  rosa  rugosa  along  the  causeway 
and  another  $10,000  will  be  used  to  surface  the  road  with  a 
chip  seal.  Since  heavy  damage  was  incurred  during  Hurricane 
Bob,  the  causeway  has  been  in  dire  need  of  repair.  "The  town 
has  been  sending  load  after  load  to  fill  cracks  and  potholes  in 
the  road,"  said  Harriet  Mason  of  West  Avenue.  "I  feel  like  if  we 
have  another  major  storm,  we'll  have  to  build  a  bridge." 

Voters  readily  approved  ARTICLE  14  via  majority 
vote,  appropriating  $20,000  to  be  used  by  the  Elizabeth  Taber 
Library  to  provide  a  climate  control  system  so  that  further 
damage  could  not  be  incurred  to  the  library's  book  collection. 

Likewise  passed  with  a  unanimous  vote  was 
ARTICLE  15  —  allocating  $600  to  fund  the  Buzzards  Bay 
Action  Committee  in  their  ongoing  grant  writing  efforts  —  and 
ARTICLE  16  —  which  appropriated  $14,156  for  the  Marine 
Resources  Commission  to  hire  a  full-time  Shellfish  Officer  to 
take  over  from  Harbormaster  George  Jennings.  "We  need  to  do 
more  in  terms  of  shellfish  propogation,"  said  Marine  Resources 
Commission  Chairman  Jim  Feeney.  "But  one  man  can't  do  it 
alone  and  George  Jennings  is  certainly  busy  enough  as  it  is." 

The  second  night  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  April  26  at  7:00  pm  by  Mr.  Titus, 
having  noted  the  presence  of  a  quorum  (some  110  voters).  The

Meeting  warrant  were  up  first  for  consideration. 

Selectmen  Chairman  Dougall  introduced  ARTICLE 
SI,  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300,000  to  be  used  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  complete  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  water  system  at  the  Mary's  Pond  station.  Passage  of  the 
article  would  incur  no  increase  in  the  town's  water  rates.  The 
article  was  passed  via  unanimous  vote. 

Selectman  Schaefer  next  introduced  ARTICLE  S2  to 
transfer  from  Free  Cash  the  sum  of  $40,000  to  the  DPW  budget, 
to  cover  the  additional  cost  of  this  winter's  snow  removal. 
Having  originally  appropriated  $15,000  for  this  purpose  under 
the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  this  past  winter's  harsh 
weather  cost  the  DPW  $55,000  in  total  snow  removal  costs.  The 
article  was  passed  via  unanimous  vote. 

Selectman  Winters  cited  ARTICLE  S3  to  transfer  from 
Free  Cash  the  sum  of  $35,000  to  be  used  by  Sippican  School  to 
cover  the  additional  cost  of  Project  GROW  and  special  needs 
programs.  The  appropriation  was  carried  unanimously. 

Chairman  Dougall  noted  ARTICLE  S4,  to  transfer 
$23,076.22,  the  balance  in  the  account  as  voted  on  April  24, 
1989  under  Article  5,  and  the  amount  of  $3,500,  the  balance  in 
the  account  as  voted  under  Article  6  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  April  28, 1992  to  Sippican  School  for  repairs  to 
the  facility.  "We'll  be  using  the  balances  in  two  separate 
accounts  to  pay  for  the  proposed  repairs  at  Sippican  School," 
said  School  Committee  Chairperson  Diane  Bondi-Pickles.  "Our 
first  priority  will  be  the  replacement  of  the  public  address

The  article  was  passed  with  a  unanimous  vote  of  Town 

Meeting  floor. 

Resuming  with  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant, 
Mr.  Titus  introduced  ARTICLE  17,  to  transfer  $8,800  from  the 
waterways  account  for  harbor  engineering.  "Our  mooring  field 
is  in  desperate  need  of  work,"  Harbormaster  George  Jennings 
said.  "Very  little  has  been  done  to  plan  our  mooring  field. 
Some  boats  have  adequate  space  for  scope ...  others  are  too 
close  together."  The  appropriation  would  provide  for  a 
bathometric  survey,  which  would  entail  composing  a  map  of 
the  harbor  and  the  equivalent  of  a  topographical  map  showing 
lines  of  depth.  The  article  was  passed  via  unanimous  vote. 

Voters  also  unanimously  approved  ARTICLE  18  — 
which  transferred  $10,000  from  Free  Cash  to  be  used  towards 
state  aid  construction  and  improvements  in  conjunction  with 
state  aid  funds  —  and  ARTICLE  19,  which  transferred  $6,000 
from  the  Chester  A.  Vose  fund  to  be  used  by  the  Assessors  to 
reduce  the  tax  rate. 

A  transfer  of  $251,221  from  Free  Cash  was  also 
unanimously  approved  to  be  applied  toward  the  reduction  of 
the  tax  rate  under  ARTICLE  20,  and  voters  also  unanimously 
authorized  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  file  special  legislation  to 
allow  Jimmy's  Variety  (the  town's  sole  seasonal  Retail  Package 
Goods  Store)  to  be  granted  a  year-round  permit  under 
ARTICLE  21. 

Overwhelming  support  was  given  to  ARTICLE  22  to 
create  a  local  education  and  scholarship  fund  under  the 
Education  Reform  Act  of  1993.  "The  fund  would  come  from 
volunteer  donations  only,"  noted  School  Committee  member 
Susan  Grosart,  "and  would  be  fully  tax  deductible  for  income 
tax  purposes." 

Selectman  Winters  cited  ARTICLE  23  to  amend  Article 
IV  of  the  Town  By-Laws  concerning  the  distribution  of  Town

Reports.  "We're  proposing  that  the  Town  Reports  be  available 
for  residents  at  Town  Hall/'  Selectman  Winters  said.  "We'd  be 
saving  about  $3,000  in  printing  fewer  copies  and  will  also  save 
on  the  mailing  expenses.  Those  interested  in  getting  the  Town 
Report  in  the  mail  can  put  their  name  on  a  list  and  will  receive 
it  each  year."  After  some  concern  was  voiced  over  changes  in 
the  Town  Report  format,  the  article  was  carried  unanimously. 

David  K.  Pierce  of  the  Planning  Board  briefly  cited 
and  explained  ARTICLE  24,  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws, 
Article  X,  Section  2.1  as  printed  in  the  warrant.  Mr.  Pierce 
noted  this  was  essentially  a  bookkeeping  article  to  bring  the 
town  in  line  with  State  Zoning  Laws;  it  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Planning  Board  member  Robert  Marso  reviewed 
ARTICLE  25,  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws,  Article  X,  Section 
5.2.a,  as  printed  in  Town  Meeting  warrant.  "What  we'd  like  to 
do  is  amend  that  section,  slightly,  to  enhance  the  workings  of 
the  by-law,"  he  said. 

After  further  discussion,  a  motion  was  made  and 
carried  (84  in  favor,  24  against)  to  amend  the  article  by  deleting 
the  closing  paragraph  and  numbered  sections  2  and  3  (which 
set  the  maximum  height  of  any  structure  at  27  feet).  With  these 
changes  in  place,  voters  approved  the  article  via  majority  vote 
(96  in  favor,  10  against). 

Mr.  Pierce  then  moved  that  ARTICLE  26  be  postponed 
indefinitely,  which  voters  unanimously  approved. 

Two  more  Planning  Board  articles  proposing  changes 
in  the  Zoning  By-Laws  —  ARTICLE  27  (regarding  public 
hearings)  and  ARTICLE  28  (governing  cluster  residential)  — 
were  then  unanimously  approved. 

ARTICLE  29,  however,  gave  much  cause  for  concern, 
as  many  residents  saw  the  proposed  changes  as  encroachments 
on  their  rights  to  sell  and  build  on  small,  privately-owned 
pieces  of  property.  Planning  Board  member  Jay  Crowley

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  April  25  at  7:00 
pm  by  Chairman  David  L.  Hughes.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes,  Selectman  Michael 
Murphy  and  Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A.  Ferreira. 

Following  the  approval  of  the  minutes  for  the 
April  19  meeting,  the  board  agreed  to  postpone  the  Public 
Hearing  which  had  been  scheduled  regarding  the  trees  on 
Mendell  Road  until  May  1.  The  hearing  was  postponed  as 
representatives  from  Continental  Cablevision,  New 
England  Telephone  and  Com/Electric  did  not  attend. 

The  accounting  firm  of  Rodrigues,  Guckin  & 
Tobojka,  PC.  next  submitted  a  letter  regarding  a  proposal 
for  the  performance  of  an  operational  review  of  the  current 
financial  system  now  used  in  the  Town  of  Rochester.

To  the  Editor: 

I  wish  to  clarify  a  point  made  in  last  week's 
(Volume  3,  Number  16)  Wanderer  article  about  the  Housing 
Co-op.  The  article  stated  that  the  Co-op  was  formed  "after 
a  failed  attempt  at  a  town  housing  group."  The  Marion 
Housing  Partnership  did  not  fail.  What  did  fail  was  one 
grant  application  to  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities 
and  Development  for  a  $30,000  Municipal  Planning  Grant 
in  May,  1989.  The  successful  applications  in  that 
competition  were  regional. 

The  Marion  Housing  Partnership  has  been  in 
continuous  operation  since  June  of  1988.  Shortly  after  its 
formation  by  Selectmen,  Marion  was  designated  by  EOCD 
as  a  Housing  Partnership  Community.  Such  a  designation 
protects  a  community  from  developers  utilizing  the 
comprehensive  permit  process. 

Additionally,  it  was  the  work  of  the  MHP  that  led 
to  the  recently  completed  elderly  housing  at  Marconi 
Village,  a  project  that  was  constructed  under  terms 
favorable  to  Marion,  and  resulted  in  over  75  percent  of  the 
residents  (in  a  federally-funded  project)  being  local  people.

Student  Bakes  Bread  for  Needy 

Chris  Liszka  is  a  UMass  Dartmouth  student  who 
cares.  Not  only  does  she  care  —  Ms.  Liszka  wants  to  make 
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a  difference  where  she  lives. 

You  can  find  her  two  nights  a  week  covered  in 
flour  while  in  the  kitchen  baking  bread.  But  she's  not  your 
ordinary  cuisinart  cookie  maker. 

Ms.  Liszka  collects  unused  dough  which  is 
donated  by  Pizza  Hut  in  Fairhaven  and  rolls  it,  kneads  it, 
lets  it  rise,  bakes  it  and  then  delivers  the  fresh  homemade 
bread  to  Market  Ministries  in  New  Bedford. 

This  volunteerism  by  the  UMass  Dartmouth 
senior  with  a  dual  major  of  English/Literature  and 
English/Writing  came  about  as  a  project  for  her 
anthropology  course. 

"Dr.  Geraldine  Gamburd  (her  instructor)  gave  us 
an  assignment  to  affect  the  environment  or  affect  our 
society  positively,"  said  the  21-year-old  who  lives  in 
Fairhaven.  "So  I  decided  to  bake  and  supply  bread 
because  it  served  two  purposes.  The  first  was  in  lessening 
the  waste  of  them  throwing  out  the  dough  and  the  other 
was  helping  feed  people  which  was  the  immediate 
impact." 

The  concept  was  originally  suggested  to  Ms. 
Liszka  by  Lewis  Hammond  Stone  of  Mattapoisett.  Mr. 
Stone  got  the  idea  after  hearing  Noah  Hoffenberg  (Ms. 
Liszka's  boyfriend  and  recent  UMass  Dartmouth 
graduate)  remark  that  most  pizza  chains  discard  their 
unused  dough  each  night. 

But  Ms.  Liszka  thinks  the  concept  is  such  a  good 
one,  she  wants  to  take  it  one  step  further. 

"I've  written  to  Peter  Cressy,  the  Chancellor  at 
UMass  Dartmouth,  and  asked  that  all  the  UMass  system 
make  this  an  ongoing  program,"  she  said.  "Not  just  here  in 
Dartmouth,  but  throughout  the  curriculums  at  all  the 
schools." 

She  went  on  to  say  that  public  colleges  in 
Massachusetts  should  get  involved  to  show  they  care 
about  the  world  around  them.  "My  parents  brought  me  up 
to  care  and  help  those  less  fortunate  than  I  am,"  she  said. 
"And  this  project  fit  in  perfectly  with  my  school  and  work 
schedule." 

Dick  Moyer,  the  manager  of  the  Pizza  Hut  in 
Fairhaven  which  donates  the  dough,  supports  Ms.  Liszka's 
idea  of  statewide  participation.  "It's  a  terrific  idea,"  he 
said.  "We  at  Pizza  Hut  wanted  to  help,  and  now,  perhaps 
through  Chris'  proposal,  we'll  be  able  to  help  a  lot  more 
people." 

Ms.  Liszka  decided  on  this  specific  way  of  helping 
others  because  all  the  other  ways  seemed  so  out  of  touch. 
"Sure,  trying  to  save  the  rain  forest  is  great  and  trying  to 
stop  pollution  is  important ...  but  those  things  seem  so  far 
away.  This  is  real.  This  is  here.  This  is  something  I  did  with 
my  own  hands." 

"And  you  know,"  she  said,  slapping  some  butter 
on  a  big  piece  of  bread  hot  out  of  the  oven.  "It  really  tastes 
pretty  good  also." 
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Friends  Meeting  Auction 

Historical  letters,  documents  and  other  paper 
collectibles  —  ranging  from  photographs  to  postcards  — 
will  be  sold  when  the  Mattapoisett  Friends  Meeting 
(Quaker)  holds  its  Fifth  "Strictly  Paper"  benefit  auction  on 
Saturday,  May  7. 

Of  special  interest  to  collectors  in  Fairhaven, 
Mattapoisett,  Marion  and  Rochester  will  be  an  1863  folded 
letter  from  New  Bedford  with  a  reference  to  walking  to 
Fort  Phoenix  and  calling  on  Capt.  Allen.  "They  have  over 
one  hundred  men  there  now,  but  all  but  about  thirty-five 
or  forty  will  be  transferred  to  Clarks  Point  fort  this  week," 
the  letter  states. 

Lot  No.  42  is  an  1862  bill  of  exchange  headed  Port 
Louis,  Mauritius,  for  $361.61  and  signed  by  Capt.  Andrew 
P.  Jenney  of  the  Fairhaven  whaling  bark  Joseph  Maxwell. 

Another  lot  features  an  illustrated  National  Bank 
of  Fairhaven  check  for  $1,000  dated  1865. 

A  lot  of  28  letters  contains  correspondence  to 
teacher  Eunice  Peirce  of  Rochester  from  the  1850's  from 
students,  relatives,  etc.,  headed  variously  Randalltown, 
Squawbetty,  North  Fairhaven,  etc.  None  of  the 
correspondence  has  postal  markings. 

There  is  also  a  shoebox  of  correspondence  to 
Annie  Randall  of  Mattapoisett  (about  125  pieces), 
including  covers  with  19th  century  postmarks. 

Lot  262  is  a  booklet  titled  "Is  It  Sport  or  Business 
for  Buzzards  Bay  Towns?"  The  booklet  contains  an 
argument  by  Attorney  Charles  F.  Chamberlayne,  counsel 
for  Mattapoisett  petitioners,  for  the  abolition  of  weirs, 
pounds  and  traps  from  the  bay.  It  was  published  in  1892. 

Another  1892  pamphlet,  "Buzzards  Bay  Fisheries," 
includes  speeches  about  the  protection  of  bay  fisheries  by 
former  President  Grover  Cleveland  and  others. 

Lot  No.  10  contains  five  Civil  War  letters  from 
William  Kinney  of  Mattapoisett,  dated  1861-1883, 
providing  nice  descriptions  of  a  sailor's  life  and  war  action 
on  the  Mississippi  River  and  its  tributaries.
